U.S. Liquor Shortage —— 
Rationing in Effect in 30 States 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (AP).—| 
America’s drinking citizens were 
face to face today with an acute 
liquor shortage which appeared to 
be fast enveloping the entire coun- 
try as the demand for whisky in 
some places reached four times. 
that of last year while supplies 
were down as much as 60 per 
cent, 

More than half the states re- 
ported that liquor was scarce and 
the situation progressively getting 
worse. Rationing, either by state 
control or voluntarily, now is in 
effect in some 30 states. Rations 
range from one bottle a day to a 
customer to one a month. 

Officials looked to a bleak new 
year as far as easing of present 
shortages is concerned, and there 
seemed little likelihood there.

holiday thirsts.

The relief and refabilitation, he 
continued, should come from all 
nations who have the ability to 
carry on this work.

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Many Angles on Murder of Oakes 
Still Not Clear as Case Nears Jury

NASSAU, Bahamas, Nov. 10 
(AP).—Chief Justic Sir Oscar Bed- 
ford Daly dipped his pen in his 
inkwell for the last time yesterday 
to record the testimony in the trial 
of Alfred de Marigny on a charge 
of murdering his multimillionaire 
father-in-law, Sir Harry Oakes. 

Theoretically, during the 20 days 
of testimony the prosecution and 
the defense had dusted off every 
obtainable speck of evidence re- 
garding the beating and burning 
of the former gold prospector the 
night of July 8,.and held such evi- 
dence under the shining light of 
justice. 

Unfortunately, however, such 
was not the case. The trial’ ended 
with many questions unanswered, 
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investigations uncompleted, and 
even with information which had 
been uncovered left undisclosed to 
the jury. y 

A Strange Trial. 


It was a strange trial. It was 
almost as though both sides wer 
going through the motions with 
the idea of submitting a minimum 
of evidence. Although the prose- 
cution delved deeply into the per- 
sonal affairs of the Oakes family 
and the relationship of Nancy, 
Oakes’ 19-year-old daughter, and 
her husband to the wealthy baro- 
net, it failed even to advance a 
theory concerning the murder 
weapon, * 


Throughout the trial, the prose- 

cution dwelt on some drums of 
gasoline in the yard of de Ma- 
rigny’s cottage and hinted again 
and again that this gasoline 
might have been used in the mur- 
derer’s attempt to make the death 
appear accidental. But never was 
specific information submitted to 
show the octane content of the 
gasoline, which would determine 
the amount of smioke smudge pro- 
duced by a fire started in this 
way. 
The gasoline deal which wound 
through the entire trial is still a 
mystery—a mystery to both jury 
and judge. 

Innumerable experiments were 
conducted by both sides with 
spray guns, blow tourches, and 
insecticide guns, but the trial 
ended without mention of the 
findings. 

Whereabouts of Principals. 

Questions as to the whereabouts 
of many of the principal trial fig- 
ures on the murder night still are 
unanswered, and as far as it can be 
learned, the alibis of several possi- 
ble suspects never were investi- 
gated. 

There are many other mysteries. 
No one has ever explained how 
the murderer could have struck 
four accurate blows on Sir Harry’s 
temple in a supposedly pitch black 
room, or if he carried a light, how 
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selection at your favorite 
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it happened that the victim was‘ 
not awakened. 

There was a pouring rainstorm 
that night, yet no one found any 
mud tracked into the house, If 
Oakes bed was afire, why wasn’t 
there smoke on the white ceiling? 
How many persons know the mur- 
dered man had postponed a planned 
trip to the mainland? 

As to Station Wagons.

Senior Circuit Jurists Ask 
Them to Adopt Princi- 
ples of Hatch Act Vol. 


untarily. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
Senior United States Circuit 
Judges are urging that all officers 
and employes of the Federal Judi- 
ciary voluntary adopt the prin- 
ciples of the Hatch No-Politics 
Act, especially during the 1944 
presidential campaign. 

A resolution to that effect was 
adopted by the senior members of 
the Circuit Courts and made pub- 
lic last night by Chief Justice 
Stone, 

The action is advisory. It is 
aimed at members of the Supreme 
Court, as well as other judges. Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas has been 
mentioned as a possible Demo- 
cratic Presidential nominee, 

The resolution noted that “with 
raré exceptions” attaches of the 
Judiciary had kept free from po- 
litical activities while in office, 
and “it seems desirable to guard 
against deviations.” It set up as 
a good standard the Hatth act, 
forbidding Federal employes from 
using official authority or in- 
fluence “for the purpose of inter- 
fering with an election or affect 
ing the result.” 

The implication was that a 
Judge should resign before par- 
ticipating in a campaign.

force, but damage was so great 
that it was necessary for its per- 
sonne] to abandon ship. The Borie 
then was sunk by bombs from its 
own group’s planes. 

The Borie, the Navy said, was 
part of a task force which included 
the baby aircraft carrier Card and 
the destroyers Goff and Barry. 

The task force was awarded a 
presidential unit. citation for its 
anti-submarine operations in the 
mid-Atlantic. The Navy, in an- 
nouncing “the citation, said the 
Card and other vessels and planes 
in the force destroyed “more sub- 
marines than any team in naval 
history.” 

Figures were not given on the 
number accounted for by the force. 
However, previously the Navy re- 
ported that an unidentified baby 
flattop had carried out 11 attacks, 
definitely sinking two submarines 
and possibly eight others. 

No Estimate of Casualties. 

The Navy communique made no 
estimate of casualties. The normal 
complement of destroyers ranges 
from 125 to 200. 

The Henley was commanded by 
Comdr. Carlton R. Adams, Wil- 
mington, N. C., the Chevalier by 
Lt. Comdr. George R. Wilson, Long 
Beach, Cal., and the Borie by Lt. 
Charles H. Hutchins of Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

The communique said next of 
kin of casualties on the Chevalier 
and Henley had been notified and 
that next of kin of the Borie cas- 
ualties would be informed by tele- 
gram as soon as possible.

German soldiers who occupy 
Rome and stand guard outside 
Vatican City have been told that 
the Pope has a powerful armed 
force—although the Swiss guards 
only recently received live am- 


munition for their rifles—and that 
the Vatican is a den of Jews. 

Despite thig attitude among the 
soldiers and although the Nazis 
have fostered hate propaganda 
against the Catholic church and 
have appropriated church property 
in Germany, relations between the 
German occupation forces in Rome 
and the Catholic church on the 
whole have been correct since the 
Italian capitulation. 


Accord Still Valid. 


This is completely in harmony 
with German policy. There was 
always a German Ambassador to 
the Vatican and a papal nuncio in 
Berlin. The concordat between the 
Reich and the Vatican is still valid, 
at least in form, This is advan- 
tageous to German propaganda 
when the Nazis are accused of re- 
ligious persecution, 

I talked with a number of diplo- 
mats at Vatican City and members 
of the Swiss guard and all agree 
the Germans have acted correctly 
toward the Vatican so far as form 
is concerned. 

They all make reservations as to 
what the situation will be when 
Rome becomes a fighting zone. 
The mysterious bombing of Vat- 
ican City last week was a serious 
warning of a dangerous position. 


While Germany is flooded with 


Schuster’s words at least partly 


reflect the Pope’s attitude, even if,

Nazi persecution of the Jews, the 
killing by medical methods of “un- 
productive” persons and the ac- 
tions of the German Secret Police. 
Neither the Gestapo nor the Ger- 
man Secret Service dared do more 
than try to prevent the distribu- 
tion of such sermons, 


Just after the armistice in Italy, 
when German troops entered 
Rome from Ostia after fierce 
fighting, I inspected devastated 
city blocks. I talked with a group 
of German: parachutists and asked 
how it all happened. 


“We broke through here with 
our tanks against the Italian trai- 
tors,” one said. “Everything went 
well, but suddenly we met hellish 
fire from first-rate antitank guns 
from the Italian side. Look at our 
tanks! Do you know what it was?

The only one of our objectives 
which we have not accomplished— 
a’ political objective—was the es- 
tablishment of something which 
the Russians would regard as an 
answer to their demands for a 
“second front.” 

Whether we have achieved our 
objectives as expeditiously as pos- 
sible is a question military his- 
torians will have to decide. What 
nobody can deny is that we have 
achieved our three primary objec- 
tives with relatively smal] losses 
and, perhaps at the cost of valu- 
able time, have achieved them in 
such thoroughgoing fashion as to 
make them stick. 


Moral Effect on Enemy. 


The wildest pessimist or unfair- 
est critic cannot question the fact 
that the Mediterranean is ours for 
the. duration, that our military 
threat to the Germans’ southern 
flank by air, and sea and land, is 
a matter of serious embarrass- 
ment to all his plans, and that we 
have lopped off one-third of the 
Axis partnership. The moral ef- 
fect of the latter accomplishment 
on the remaining two principal 
partners in the Axis is probably as 
serious from the Axis point of 
view as the purely military effects 
of our progress from Ei Alamein 
and Algiers to the threshold of 
Rome, 

As we look back on the dawn 
of Nov. 8, 1942, and remember the 
trepidation with which we sneaked 
ashore west of Algiers, it seems 
that we have done far better than 
we thought at that moment we 
were going to do and that, all in 


Europe; we have knocked Italy out of the war. 


To a person who has participated 
in both the North African and 
Italian campaigns, two - points 
seem to stand out. 

First, the grand conception of 
the Mediterranean operation was 
as sound as it was imaginative and 
the vast amount of planning nec- 
essary to both operations was done 
with a skill unequaled in military 
history. What leakage of informa- 
tion did occur, in the case of the 
North African operation, was far 
less than was to be expected in 
the case of a country like the 
United States, which had been at 
war only a short time and was not 
security conscious. It made no 
difference because of the sheer 
weight of our attack, 

Second, our lack of experienced 
field commanders and imagination 
may—but only may—have cost us 
an earlier victory in North Africa 
and consequently a complete vic- 
tory in the Mediterranean many 
months earlier. 


Bold Try That Failed. 


Your correspondent, who hap 
pened to be present when one 
shoestring attempt to take Tunis 
was made late in November, 1942, 
and who shared the bitter personal 
disappointment that came with 
our failure, does not subscribe to 
the theory that we muffed the ball 
on that occasion. It was only by 
great luck that we were allowed 
to make that shoestring attempt 
at all and being a shoestring at- 
tempt—with just about 1000 men 
in the vanguard—it wag likelier to 
fail than succeed.

19 IN LEAKY BOAT 
SAIL 3000 MILES 
AFTER TORPEDOING 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
Dr. Marvin. Hensley, California- 
born missionary, and 18 other sur- 
vivors of a Norwegian steamer tor- 
pedoed and machine-gunned by an 
enemy submarine June 15, cruised 


3000 miles in a leaky lifeboat to 
safety in India, according to a 
Chungking radio broadcast report- 
ed by the Office of War Informa- 
tion. 

‘The ship, a freighter, was said 
to have gone down 1500 miles off 
the Australian coast. The account 
said the journey took 30 days, the 
lifeboat averaging 100 miles a day. 
The survivors lived on rations of 
one ship’s biscuit and three malted 
milk tablets for breakfast and 
lunch, with a meat ball and three 
tiny squares of chocolate for din- 
ner. Rainfall gave them fresh 
water and the sparse rations were 
augmented by the catching of a 
big fish and occasional flying fish 
that jumped into the boat. 

Dr. Hensley reached Chungking 
a few days ago after having been 
cared for by Indian natives and 
spending some time in a Calcutta 
hospital, the radio said.

—two of them, a mile apart. We'll 
make them longer if necessary. 
That can be done because we now 
have 3225 acres, most of which we 
dredged up from Jamaica Bay. 

“Our other runways planned for 
construction soon after the war 
are 8300, 8000, 7000 and 6600 feet 
long. (There are few 7000-foot run- 
ways now in the United States). 
Three will be three or four miles 
of lights outside the field to guide 
planes in.”

In Support of the Wagner Bill 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This is in reply to Mrs. E. H. Schaller’s 
letter, “Opposed to Socialized Medicine.” 


Mrs. Schaller stated that a 6 or 7 per 
cent tax on annual income was proposed 
for socialized medicine. No doubt Mrs. 
Schalier referred to the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill which is pending before Con- 
gress. 

This bill is an amendment to the pres- 
ent Social] Security law. 
amount of tax proposed is 12 per cent 
of payrolls, 6 per cent to be borne by 
the employer and 6 per cent to be borne 
by the employe up to a certain wage 
level. Probably the actual tax provision 
will be less than this amount. 


In addition to medical expenses, the 
proposed bill provides, among other 
things, unemployment compensation, old- 
age and survivors’ insurance payments, 
disability payments, etc, The amount of 
unemployment compensation and old-age 
and survivors’ payments will be greater 
under the proposed law than under the 
present law. 

As far as the new bill is concerned, 
there is no mention made whereby the 
Government pays certain physicians a 
salary. The bill does not intend to dis- 
turb the physician-patient status. The 
patient may choose his doctor and the 
doctor may choose his patient in the 
game manner as each does now. 

The bill merely intends to help defray 
the medical expenses incurred. The main 
purpose of this part of the bill is to 
provide medical expenses for that group 
of wagé-earners who now do not receive 
such services because they do not quall- 
f¥ as “paupers,” yet do not have the 
necessary funds available for required 


medical expenses.

Our Relations With Franco 


A year ago, when the British-American inva- 
sion of North Africa was just getting under way, 
there was good reason for the’ Allies to.worry 
about what Franco Spain would do. 

Thousands of Franco’s troops were concentrated 
in Spanish Morocco, and there were widespread 
fears that this Axis member might attack the 
rear of Gen. Eisenhower's forces. There was also 
the possibility that Hitler, to head off the Allied 
drive in North Africa, might sweep into Spain, 
besiege Gibraltar and gain command of the nar- 
row strait through which supplies and men were 
pouring for the campaign in Algeria and Tunisia. 

Eisenhower was compelled, as a safeguard, to 
station thousands of soldierg near the borders of 
Spanish Morocco. This was at a time when the 


. Allies sadly needed more men, when costly re- 


verses were suffered and many lives were lost at 
Kasserine Pass and elsewhere simply because our 
lines had been spread too thin. 

At that time, to extend favors to Franco in 
order to keep him ott of the war may have been 
justified by military expediency. Our Govern- 
ment sold coal, gasoline and other essentials to 
Spain; shipments of food were sent gratis to re- 
lieve the Spanish people’s hunger. Our Ambassa- 
dor went out of his way to cultivate Franco. 

Things have changed materially since then. 
The Allies no longer need fear a treacherous 
Spanish stroke. The enemy has been driven 
from Africa, Italy has been knocked out of the 
Axis, the Nazis are hard-pressed within the walls 
of their so-called fortress. As the military power 


of the Axis ebbs, the dangerous potentialities of: 


Franco likewise subside. As Axis prestige falls, 
80 does that of Franco, for he is the creature 
and tool of the Axis, raised to power only by the 
soldiers, planes and munitions that Germany and 
Italy poured into the country when he led the 
revolt that destroyed the Spanish Republic. 

It is Franco’s cue to be on his best behavior, 
and there had been indications that he realized 
this. Spain’s position was stated ag neutral a 
few months ago, rather than non-belligerent, as 
it had been in the years when Franco publicly 
expressed confidence in Axis victory. 

In recent weeks, however, Franco has made 
plain that he remains a Fascist, an Axis stooge, 
and that he has no intention of changing his 
spots. For example, there was the message of 
congratulation sent by hig Government to Jose 
P. Laurel, head of the quisling regime set up in 
the Philippines by the Japs. 

This is more than a sign of approval to the 
Oriental end of the Axis; it is a reaffirmation 
of Fascist Spain’s imperialism. The Falange, 
Franco's political party, has a fantastic program 


for recovery of Spain’s former Empire, including | 


Cuba, most of South America and the Philippines. 

The Spanish “explanation” just received by the 
State Department changes nothing. It denies that 
Spain had recognized the Laurel regime, a charge 
that had not been made. It admits the message 
was “an act of courtesy,” which is just what had 
roused concern, And Franco had already shown 
his attitude by another pro-Axis gesture—negotia- 
tion of a commercial treaty with the part of Italy 
whose Government is nominally headed by Mus- 
solini. The. Berlin radio is boasting about this 
diplomatic stroke. The scarcity of certain mate- 
rials caused by the loss of Sicily, it ig telling the 
German people, will be made up by this new ar- 
rangement. 

Obviously, the time and these occasions call 
for a re-examination of our Government’s rela- 
tions with Franco Spain. We print in our Mirror 
of Public Opinion today expressions by two Con- 
gressmen calling for such a re-examination. Many 
newspapers are urging a change. The Philadel- 
phia Record, after reciting our long record of 
appeasement, based on military necessity, toward 
Spain, says: “Now it’s time for Franco to start 
appeasing ws.” 

This is certainly a point worth considering. It 
is also worth remembering what Thomas J. Ham- 
ilton wrote in his book, “Appeasement’s Child,” 
published last spring—that Franco “must be 
made to realize that we have the power, if he 
behaves too badly, to shut off his supplies of food, 
gasoline and coal, and destroy his regime in a 
matter of weeks.” | 

The Allies now hold the upper hand. They are 
in a position to do somethifg about Franco 
Spain’s continued spreading of Axis propaganda, 
its spying for Berlin, the presence of its Blue 
Division on the Russian front. This country can 
bring pressure whenever we like, and we owe it 
to our national self-respect, and to the cause of 
the Allies, to do so,

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Action on the Secrecy Rule 


Less than a month was required for an aroused 
public opinion to convince the Board of Educa- 
tion of its mistake in ordering secrecy ,for com- 
mittee meetings. When the resolution relaxing 
this drastic provision was introduced at last 
night’s board meeting, there was no objection, 
and indications are that it will be approved when 
the required 80-day period has elapsed. 

Adoption of the resolution will end an unfor- 
tunate episode, which has taught some profitable 
lessons. It brought a suggestion for detailed 
committee reports, first put into effect last night. 
It brought a resolution providing that unanimous 
vote of a committee is necessary to hold an exec- 
utive session, on’ those-rare occasions when it is 
in order; at present, the doors can be closed by 
the chairman, acting alone. And it has proved 
again that the public will not tolerate having its 
business transacted anywhere but out in the open.

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Right the First Time 


Gen. Rockey stood passing time on its head 
with a surprising statement in his interview, 
commemorating the anniversary of the United 
States Marine Corps’ organization, over KSD this 
morning. He spoke of the first Marine landing 
in the Bahamag in March, 1776. “In its funda- 
mentals,” he said, “the operation was exactly 
like the landings we make today.” 

The Marines’ first advantage, then as now, was 
surprise. In 1776, they carried flint-lock mus- 
kets, not precisé Garands, and the ships behind 
them as they took to landing boats cotighed 
clumsy 12- and 24-pound cannon balls. But the 
zest, the temper and the spirit of the men was 
much the same as they splashed ashore and took 
the fort above the bay, just as they have splashed 
to conquest at Guadalcanal, Choiseul and Bougain- 


ville, and the nature of their amphibious eom-

mando work is unchanged, This apotheosizes 
the greatest of Marine traditions—they’ve been 
doing their job exactly right for 168 years.

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A Vote for Smoke 


Brentwood Aldermen allowed themselves to be 
stampeded last night when they voted to relax 
their smoke ordinance for the coal-shortage emer- 
gency. Their decision was that, purely as a 
temporary measure, they would permit the burn- 
ing of smoky coal by anyone who can prove to 
the board’s satisfaction that he cannot obtain 
smokeless coal, 

The enemies of the smoke control ordinance 
will assuredly not look on this as a temporary 
measure. They will regard it as the entering wedge 
for the destruction of the ordinance. They will 
busy themselves exploiting this new opportunity, 
in the expectation of increasing the damage to the 
ordinance and reopening the St, Louis area to low- 
grade coal and its filthy, health-destroying smoke. 

The St. Louis communities are in the midst of 
a critical fuel shortage. So is every other com- 
munity in the nation. To many persons it seems 
strange that we should lack fuel when just across 
the river, in Illinois, there is plenty of coal, 
They should remind themselves that it is not the 
physical availability of fuel that counts, but the 
availability of Government directives permitting 
them to have it. 
the midst of a rich anthracite region, closed its 
city schools, actually situated on top of coal mines, 
for several days on account of lack of coal. 

We have a lot to lose if we scrap our smoke 
control ordinances. There is evidence that if 
we exert enough determination and initiative, we 
can pull through the shortage with no more 
shivers than we can take in our stride. No 
enemy of the smoke control ordinance hag been 
able to show to date that the shortage could be 
materially alleviated even if the ordinance were 
sacrificed. To the contrary, there are indica- 
tions that we might lose more in smokeless fuel 
than we would gain in smoky coal. , 

The smoke control ordinance has brought mar- 
velous results for St. Louis and for the neighbor- 
ing municipalities. The real test of our deter 
mination to have a clean, attractive city, with 
fresh air, rather than a dirty, ugly city, with its 
air polluted by smoke, comes now, when it takes 
some courage to stand firm. 
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Whistling By the Graveyard

Uncle Joe Stalin ig said to have a remarkable 
grasp of military science, the details of war pro- 
duction, the history of his own country and even

But this isn’t all. Mr. Willkie says that, when 
he visited Moscow, Uncle Joe referred to edito- 
rials in American newspapers that Willkie him- 
self hadn’t read, and showed working acquaint- 
ance with American psychology. 

All of which is prelude to a little speculaion 
on the message which Donald (Two Plate) Nelson 
has just brought from the Kremlin. It is that 
Stalin expects to repay us for our lend-lease aid 
(now totaling more than $2,500,000,000) in full, and 
not in token payments. Perhaps it is unfair to 
read anything into this statement except the 
Soviet leader’s sense of honor and independence, 
but it looks as though he ig making a play for 
the support of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, the Investment Bankers’ Association, 
what, if anything, remains of the Liberty League 
and other segments of American opinion in which 
love for the Soviets hardly burns with an incan- 
descent flame. 

More startling than that celebrated Soviet bond 
issue, which paid 7 per cent interest,.and in 
gold, too, this promise to pay us back all of 


our lend-lease offerings should cause the Wall 3 


Street Journal to throw its plug hat in the air; 
it should cause a warm glow to flow through the 
well-insulated veins of Barron’s Weekly; it should 
titillate the bankers on La Salle street and our 
own Broadway. For, ‘by gosh, here ig the chap 
they had dreaded all these years as the arch-foe 
of private property actually promising to pay 
us back on the line every dime’s worth we have 
given his country. 

If this sort of thing continues, the dreaded 
and hated Bolsheviki may soon be asked to join 
the club.

United Action for Relief 


One great task looms above all others as occu- 
pied territory is ‘wrested from its Axis con- 
querors, The task ranks ahead of governmental 
changes, of rebuilding homes and factories, or of 
punishing war criminals. It is the elemental 
function of providing food and clothing and medi- 
cine for the victims of Axis brutality. 

The United Nations and associates—44 coun- 
tries in all—gre preparing now to bring this re- 
lief to the suffering millions under the enemy 
heel. They have signed an agreement setting 
up the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration, which will swing into action 
with essential supplies in every region as it is 
liberated by the fighting forces. 

Here, as President Roosevelt pointed out in 
his address, is a humanitarian movement that 
is at the same time a powerful political weapon. 

Life under Nazi.and Jap rule means hunger 
and want. Allied victory means food, clothing 
and other material help for the populations. What 
better way could be devised for winning the con- 
fidence of these peoples, not only ag allies ih the- 
war, but ap firm friends in the trying days of 
world reconstruction that lie ahead? United ac- 
tion on the relief front is the proper accompani- 
ment and sequel to united action on the war front.

Against Immunity for. Insurance Companies

From the Milwaukee Journal. 


A bill is now before Congress to exempt 
all insurance companies from coverage of 
the anti-trust laws. The plea is made that 
state laws are adequate to protect one and 
all against possible untoward acts by in- 
surers, 

This is a definitely dangerous proposal, 
quite without merit, and should be turned 
down by Congress as quickly and as em- 
phatically as possible. 

Most states, to be sure, have laws regu- 
lating insurance companies that operate 
within their borders, but these are not, and 
cannot be, anti-trust laws. The protection 
now afforded by the Sherman and Clayton 
acts is in addition to any state protection 
which may exist and covers a field closed 
to the states. To remove it would be folly. 


Recent experiences in Missouri, where 
there is a protective law of sorts, showed 
that states are sometimes helpless to pro- 
tect policyholders against fraud. They 
would be equally helpless fo protect these 
policyholders against collusion by companies 
in interstate business. 

Up to now, only two classes have been ex- 
empted from operation of the anti-trust laws 
—organized jJabor and farm associations.

Events have shown, and abundantly shown, 
that this is a mistake. It would be as much 
a mistake to exempt still another class—if 
only for the reason that precedent would 
thus be increased for withdrawing still oth- 
er groups from coverage. 


Insurance is a business in which the pub- 
lic interest is large, one in which sharp 
practices can exist a long time before dis- 
covery. The policyholder should have every 
possible protection, state and Federal,

Pattern of Filipino Freedom 
Is Urged for All the Orient 


“Mother America,”’ by Col, Caries FP. Romule. (Deu- 
bieday, Doran & Ce., Garden City, N. Y.) 


When the peace confefence sits down toe 
discuss the Orient’s future, Col. Carlos P. 
Romulo, Philippine Army officer and edi- 
tor, should be present to defend democracy 
and human kindness with the frankness 
he employs in his new book. 

Author of a previous 1943 best-seller, 
“I Saw the Fall of the Philippines,” Ro- 
mulo establishes himself in his new book 
as a champion of John Doe and hig Orien- 
tal prototypes, John Chang and Juan Taa 
For a billion of the latter he cries out for 
freedom built with the same blueprint that 
America used in the Philippines. He wants 
America to underwrite the Orient’s fu- 
ture. 

The idea of a Philippine pattern for 
the whole Orient isn’t original. with Ro 
mulo, for President Roosevelt subscribed 
to it in a recent speech. But Romula, 
speaking ‘as a Westernized Filipino who 
has seen the successful development of 
freedom and self-government in his own’ 
country, gives it emphasis. : 


First, Romulo says, the East and West 
must learn to trust one another. Each 
cannot continue to believe that it has the 
highest civilization. The Occidental, whe 
likes his share of worldly goods and wants 
to get everywhere in a hurry, must under 
stand that the Oriental, in his simple be- 
havior pattern, is not naturally silothful, 
that he prefers peace of the soul to ma- 
terial riches. The white man in the Orient 
must quit asking for white taxi drivers 
and white hotel managers. The Oriental, in 
turn, must discover that all white men are 
not drunkards, plunderers, luxury lovers, 
narrow imperialists, predatory creatures 
without souls. 

Romulo wants the reader to regard him 
as a fair arbitrator. In pointing out how 
both the East and West have been right 
and wrong in their past relations, he 
proves himself an honest referee, and he 
doesn’t lean over backward to do it. 

* o _ 

He tells of interviews with nationalist 
leaders in Burma, Thailand, French Indo 
China, British Malaya, Singapore, Hong- - 
kong. India and the Dutch East Indies 
They told him how envious their peoples 
were of Philippine freedom. They told how 
disappointed they were when they found 
that the Atlantic Charter didn’t apply te 
them. Romulo learned that some of these 
countries would bow to “yellow totalitar- 
ianism” rather than continue under Eng- 
lish, French and Dutch impertalism. 

The book includes four important docu- 
ments: the Philippine Constitutions of 
1898 and 1935; the Jones Act which gave 
legislative powers to the Filipinos in 1916; 
the Tydings-McDuffie Act of 1935 which 
promised Philippine independence in 1946. 
Romulo wants other Oriental countries to 
have documents like these. Unless they get 
them, he says, there will be another war 
— race war. CHARLES MENEES.

EUROPEAN RELIEF AND THE U. S. 


L 


IKE most others in this country, I had supposed that the rélief 
and rehabilitation of the liberated countries of Europe would call | 
for gigantic sums of money and would make a very heavy drain 


upon the resources of the United States, 


But I have now had an opportu- 
mity to examine the estimates of 
their requirements for the critical 
period, that is to say for the first 
six months after liberation, and I 
am satisfied that, once the problem 
has been explained, our people will 
gee quickly that what looks like an 
appeal to their good will is no less 
a matter of good sense. 

* ¢ « 

Thus it is not even remotely the 
fact that the American people are 
going to be asked to bear the 
whole burden of repairing the con- 
sequences of the European war. 

They wiht be asked to make 
available in North America, with 
the help of Canada, Mexico and the 
Caribbean states, about 20 per 
cent of the goods which the eight 
occupied European countries must 
have in the first six months. The 
rest of their needs are to be met 
by the rest of the world. 

Moreover, the countries which 
will need the largest amounts of 
goods are by and large those which, 
like France, The Netherlands and 
Belgium, have also the means, that 
is to say gold and foreign ex- 
change, to pay for them. The coun- 
tries which will have to be helped 
by gifts—such as Poland, Yugo- 
slavia and Greece—will need com- 
paratively small sums. 

In order to see our part of the 
financial problem in the approx- 
imately correct proportions, we can 
say that we may be asked to con- 
tribute something like 1 per cent 
of our national income—say be- 
tween one and two billion dollars: 
or the same basis the British Em- 
pire’s contribution would be per- 
haps about half a billion dollars. 

To be sure, the first six months 
will not see all these countrtes 
back on their feet again. But the 
first six months will be the criti- 
cal months, and what will be 
needed after that no one can now 
foresee nor must any one now de- 
cide. We do know, however, that 
if we meet the emergency success- 
fully, the demands which arise 
afterward will be much easier to 
deal with. It is true, also, that 
Russia is not included in these 
estimates, and not as yet the al- 
most wholly unknown needs of the 
Far East. But Russia’s problem, 
because of Russia’s vast resources 
and enormous economic potential, 
is a different and separate ques- 
tion: one not of relief and re- 
habilitation but of trade and fi- 


nance.

The Relief Picture. 

HE immediate problem of Eu- 
T ropean relief, though it calls 

for a high degree of practical 
intelligence, is quite manageable. 
It is far more a problem of good 
organization and of management 
than it is of philanthropy. It will 
be useful, therefore, to fix the 
general picture in our minds if we 
are to understand what the At- 
lantic City conference, now in ses- 
sion, is dealing with. 

The eight countries which are 
to be liberated have been study- 
ing their minimum urgent needs 
for more than two years—since 
September, 1941—and, with Brit- 
ons, Russians and Americans par- 
ticipating, they have reached an 
understanding on their estimates. 

Since each country which took 
part in this work had to prove to 
all the others that it was not de- 
manding more than its fair share, 
we may conclude that these esti- 
mates are as good as it was possi- 
ble to make them. For no country 
could inflate its demands without, 


so to speak, taking the bread out 
of its neighbor’s mouth,

In round numbers the eight 
countries together need in the first 
six months total imports of 46 
million tons of food, seeds, fuels, 
clothing, raw materials, machin- 
ery and medical supplies. But just 
about half of all this they expect 
to obtain out of continental Eu- 


of shipping and, therefore, with- 


plies. 

Of the remaining half of their 
needs—about 23% million tons 
which have to be carried in. ships 
—North America is expected to 
supply nine and one-half million, 
the United Kingdom three and 
one-half, Europe and the Mediter- 
ranean six, the rest of the world 
about four. 

A rough idea of what will need 
to be moved from Canada, the 
United States, Central America 
and the Caribbean—(as well as 
North and West Africa, which are 
counted as part of the same ship- 
ping zone)—is to say that it will 
call for the allocation of between 
600 and 700 Liberty ships. 

This is a large operation and, 
obviously, the final. decision of 
how much of it can be carried out 
will depend upon circumstances 
—the needs of the war in the 
Pacific, the reduction of the sup- 
plies needed by our forces in Eu- 
rope when hostilities cease over 
there. For the moment the im- 
portant thing is to see the dimen- 
sions and proportions of the prob- 
lem and to approach it not as a 
question of charity but of’ logis- 
tics and practical administration.

Aid as ‘Working Capital.’ 

HE American people would, of 
T course, wish in any event to 

relieve the suffering of the 
peoples who are the victims of our 
common enemies. But what weare 
called upon to do will be done best 


if we do not:think of the opera- 


tion as an outpouring of relief, 
The much truer description of 
it is to say that we are asked to 
make available some working cap- 
ital in order that these peoples 
may in a relatively short time be 
self-supporting once more, — 
Relief in the sense of charity 
to the destitute is necessary but 
it ig not the preponderant part 
of the business; the preponderant 
part of it is to supply them with 
enough working capital — food, 
seeds, tools, transport, drugs—to 
enable the Continent to get started 


again, 

The United States has a very 
great interest, quite apart from 
the humanitarian aspects of it, in 
seeing that the liberated Conti- 
nent goes back to work. For if 
it does not, then every country 


embargoes, exchange> controls and 
all manner of regimentation 
merely in order to obtain tempo- 
rary relief for its unemployed and 
hungry people. That is the road 
to economic and social disorder in 
the postwar world,

Finally, we ought to make clear 
to ourselves that if we do not set 
up the organization to do what 
has to be done in an orderly fash- 
ion, all the world including the 
richer liberated countries will 
start bidding for supplies in the 
world markets. That will explode 
the inflation everywhere which,

St. Louis Area Postwar Plan Group 


Enlarges Scope 


of Its Objectives 


A revised constitution of the 
Metropolitan Plan Association, 
aiming to enlarge and develop al- 
ready-established world-wide busi- 
ness and commerce in St. Louis 
and the five surrounding counties 
and to enhance residential and 
business property values by post- 
war public and private works, 
was approved by the Board of Di- 
rectors yesterday. 

Meeting at the Jefferson Hotel, 
the board added three amendments 
to the constitution, which will be 
submitted to the entire member- 
ship for a vote Nov. 23. George F. 
Tilton, research director for the 
association, submitted the amend- 
ments in the form of objectives. 
They are: 

“To plan and encourage the cre- 
ation of adequate public works and 
facilities designed to preserve and 
enhance the values of residential 
and business properties. 

“To reconcile the planning of 
public works and private works 
for the good of this region. 

“To assist in creating and main- 
taining an environment in this 
region so that its residents will be 
happy to live and work and rear 
their families here. . 

“To plan and prepare for the 
growth of this region in popula- 
tion and prosperity. To correlate 
our activity with the economic de- 
velopment of the region; to meet 
the challenge to enlarge this re- 
gion as a world-wide market, ex- 
port and business center.” 

Perpetual Organization. 

The constitution also makes the 
association a perpetual organiza- 
tion, a policy point which resulted 
in the resignation early last month 
of the president, E. E. Pershall, 
who objected to permanency on the 
ground that a long-range program 
was “premature.” 

One sectioén of the old constitu- 
tion, which caused a minor dis- 
pute among representatives of 
some communities, has been elim- 
inated in the revised measure by 
charging no dues to a member of 
the association who is a repre 
sentative of a political subdivision 
or a public body. 

Activities of the association will 
gome within the boundaries of St. 


Louls, St. Louis County and 8t. 
Charles County in Missouri and in 
St. Clair, Madison and Monroe 
Counties in Illinois. Representa- 
tives of each of these political sub- 
divisiohs and of communities with- 
in them are members, 
Appointed by Becker. 

A nucleus of the present associa- 
tion was informally appointed July 
22 by the late Mayor William Dee 
Becker, who at the time announced 
its duties would be to co-ordinate 
postwar. planning envisioned by 
various groups in the city and ad- 
joining counties and to develop 
public works projects for the im- 
mediate postwar period that would 
serve to stabilize employment and 
economic development. i 

Those purposes are still a major 
part of the association’s program, 
Charles H. Ellaby, secretary, said, 
pointing out that Tilton is now 
head of a committee whose func- 
tion it is to “plan for the employ- 
ment of our sons and daughters 
when they return victorious from 
war.’

Waging War 


With Germs . 


Impractical

CHRONIC pessimist was ex- 
A pressing himself the other day 

about the future of civilization 
and the war in particular, and he 
advanced the idea that as a last 
resort Hitler would release germ 
warfare. 

Let me quiet any apprehensions 
that may exist about this on the 
authority of Colonel Leon A, Fox, 
of the Medical Corps of the United 
States Army. 

There are three ways that 
germs can be spread so as to 
infect an opposing army. One is 
by infecting water supplies and 
food supplies. One is by dropping 
them from airplanes onto the 
ground. And one is by infecting 
animals, such as rats, and loosing 
them in enemy — —— 

* 


” 

NONE, HOWEVER, is practi-; 
cal. We have a sanitary corps and 
the water furnished troops is 
boiled or treated, the food is 
treated before it is used. Even if 
this didn't happen, the most likely 
germs that could be used to in- 
fect. water supplies and food are 
typhoid fever and dysentery, and 
our troops are immunized against 
them. And if you members of the 
civilian population who are afraid 
of bacterial warfare have not also 
been immunized at least against 
typhoid, I advise you to go and do 
ao at once. 

Air-spread infection has several 
difficulties. First, and most im- 
portant, is that the wind might 
shift and bring the germs that are 
intended for the enemy back on 
those who released them, Second, 
the most likely germs to use are 
first, influenza, and we are not 
sure we know what that germ is, 
and second, pneumonia, and the 
air is so full of pneumonia germs 
anyway that we couldn't put many 
more in. Besides we can cure 
pneumonia almost 1060 per cent 
with the sulfa drugs.

THE IDEA OF releasing an 
army of infected rodents is not so 
terribly impossible. The disease 
that would be most feasible to in- 
fect these with would be bubonic 
plague. But, again, it is a little 
difficult to predict which way the 
rats would run. The chances are 
that they would infect the rest of 
the rat population before they en- 
dangered the human population. 
And again, there is our sanitary 
corps who in the presence of such 
an event would get busy and elim- 
inate the rat population. 

Epidemics have done great dam- 
age and had great influence on 
wars before this. Thucydides as- 
cribes the termination of the Pelo- 
ponesian War to the plague of 
Athens, 

Typhoid fever nearly broke up 
our Spanish war. Dysentery near- 
ly disrupted the Union forces in 
the Civil War, 

But all this was before the days 
of modern sanitation and the mod- 
ern acience of bacteriology. The 
possibilities that such a weapon 
could be brought into play now is 
so remote that we can with all 
cheerfulness dismiss it.

Keeping Peace on the Home Front Is Job of Consultant, Now in St. Louis.

" ROM the unmarried girls wor- 
F ried over the man shortage 
and wailing in unison that 
“They’re either too young or too 
old,” to the war bride whose*hus- 
band has been shipped overseas 
leaving her to fix up a nursery An 
her mother-in-law’s spare bedroom, 
women are facing myriad wartime 
problems and adjustments. 


An authority on the subject of 
adjustments on the home front, 
particularly the feminine home 
front, is Evelyn Millis Duvall, at- 


tractive and personable director — 


of the Chicago Association for 
Family Living, who works as con- 
sultant to various community 
groups interested in promoting 
happy marital ——c* in 
spite of martial hazards. In St. 
Louis under the auspices of the 
Y. W. C. A. and USO, she will 
speak at the Wellston center for 
women war workers and the Cen- 
tral Y on that provocative topic, 
“You and the Man Shortage,” and 
will also hold informal confer- 
ences where women can bring up 
their individual woes and worries, 


“We believe that home front ad- 
justments are just as critical and 
just’ as important as the morale 
of men in service,” Mrs. Duvall 
said, “and we've found that home 
front problems are many and 
varied, 

“There are the girls in — 
many of whom are living a kin 
of life they haven't been prepared 
for. They have new responsibill- 
ties at home, they're ae oe 
money, they've lost contact 
their old group of friends, and usu- 
ally have some pretty complex 
problems. That's one of the rea- 

ns U. S. O.s have set up consult- 
ing services so girls can come to 
us. , 

“Then there are the problems of 
the girls entertaining men in serv- 
ice, at U. 8. O. centers, the kind 
of approach and response men 
seem to want, advice on the ‘What. 
to do when’ problems, how to say 
‘No, how to handle men, And 
since service men run the gamut 
of wanting someone to get fresh 
with to just wanting someone to 
talk to, she also has to know. how 
to answer the need for companion- 
ship, how to listen to him talk 
about his sweetheart at home and 
not get mad because he doesn't 
talk about her own big blue eyes, 

“We a advise girls coming 
to U. 8S. O. dances to analyze her 
Own reasons for coming to make a 
frank admission that she’s husband 
hunting, or else that she’s just go- 
ing to keep her line polished up, 
or to have a good time, or because 
she has a sweetheart in service 
and she feels it's her contribution 
to the war effort, 


“The marriage question is ever- 
present,” she continued, “whether 
a girl is married or not, There's 
considerable anxiety on the part 
of younger girls who fear all the 
eligible men are being gobbled up.

A husband 
who's been overseas a while finds 
it difficult to write, and the wife 
searches his jetters for some real 
reassurance that things are the 
game. War wives are constantly 
in need of a bolstering up of their 
relationship, and when they don’t

“Just recently we've had many 
wives bring us letters their hus- 
bands had written and ask, ‘Does 
this sound like he still loves me?’ 
The husband will say ‘Things are 
fine, the food is swell’, such gen- 
eral statements when the most in- 
significant specific item would 
mean so much more, 

“One of our service wives,” she 
laughed, “recently had a long dis- 
tance phone call from her husband 
and she came back, her face aglow. 
‘OH he’s wonderful,’ she said. ‘He 
just had pork chops for lunch.’ 
Over the phone she'd been able to 
find out exactly what he’d had 
for lunch; in his letters he'd just 
said, ‘the food's swell.’ 

“To help war brides make their 
own letters more interesting we've 
set up classes in indoor photogra- 
phy. Most wives have been slip- 
ping in snapshots now and then 

ut it was always the same snap- 
shot. Theg’d put on their best coat 
and stand in front of a tree in 
front of the house. A picture like 
that means so little where a pic- 
ture of her in an apron.or knitting 
in front of the radio or bathing 
the baby gives her husband a 
whole host of memories. This is 
the way life is for her now, he 
can think.” 

Problems of service men are 
also in Mra, Duvall’s province, 
since she is now working on a 
course in Marriage and Family 
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Living for the Armed Forces In- 
stitute, whose curriculum provid- 
ed for service men who want to 
continue their education were re- 
cently expanded to include courses 
on marriage along with mathe- 
matics and technical subjects. Mrs. 
Duvall’s own educational back- 
ground included undergraduate 
work in family life at Syracuse 
University, and graduate work at 
Vanderbilt University, where she 
later taught in the pre-med 
school. She has been with the Chi- 
cago Association for Family Liv- 


‘ing for 10 years, a teacher at sev- 


eral Chicago colleges, and an ad- 
visor on Parent's Magazine. Nor 
is she a mere theorist. She is 
married—her husband is 8. M. 
Duvall, professor of social science 
at George Williams College—and 
has two daughters, Joy, 11, and 
Jean, 14. 

While her own daughters do not 


provide any problems in wartime - 


adjustments, she has found that 
girla as young as 14 are vitally 
concerned, particularly about the 
man shortage. 

“In fact there’s less uneasiness 
among 19 and 20 year olda than 
among the small fry,” she com- 
mented. “We find that even girls 
in junior high school have a fear 
of not getting married. In Chicago 
high schools before Pearl Harbor 
we could plot the questiors that 
would come to us. Girls of 14 and 
15 would ask such things as ‘What 
to talk to boys about, What to say 
when the music stops, ‘Is it all 
right to ask him in for a cup of 
cocoa when we get home from a 
movie?,’ How can I keep my kid 
Little 
girl questions. Now girls in the 
same age group ask, ‘Will there 
be enough men to go around after 
the war?’ ‘Should a high school 
girl write to men in_ service?’ 
‘What about lé-year-olds getting 
engaged?’ 

“Those are typical questions 
caused by the younger girl's feel- 
ing that life is passing her by be- 
fore she’s had a chance. Many 
of them feel like one of my daugh- 
ter’s friends who said the other 
day, ‘Why, I'll be 16 before any- 
thing happens to me’.”

“West led the king, then the 
queen of clubs. South ruffed and 
led the king of spades. West won 
and led another club. South ruff 
entered dummy with a trump, an 
led a heart to his king. Not un- 
naturally, considering the bidding, 
West grabbed the trick with the 
ace, and when he cashed two more 
hearts we were down one, for a 200 
point penalty. 

“T maintain that South should 
not have disturbed the two no 
trump bid, which would give the 
opponents only a small score if 
they made it and which, as it 
happened, couldn't be made un- 
less I opened a heart and trapped 
South’s king. Am I right?” 

Whether or not South should 
have “disturbed” the two no trump 
bid is a close and debatable point, 
but in any case North is aiming 
at the wrong target when he crit->* 
icised South's three spade call. 
The far more important point was 
that South should have made his 
doubled contract! 

West's opening bid placed all 
the key cards, and it was incon- 
ceivable that South’s lead to the 
heart king could have any happier 
result than it did have. The cru- 
cial point, therefore, was to make 
West lead the heart suit, and that 
could be done in only one way. 


After ruffing clubs for the sec- 
ond time, declarer should cash the 
ace and king of diamonds, then 
enter dummy with a trump and 
ruff away the last club. It would 
be his good fortune that this 
would strip West of clubs. Now 
another trump to dummy would 
allow declarer to return the dia- 
mond jack, and to discard a heart 
on it. West would find this « 
highly embarrassing trick to win! 
For he now would have to return 
a heart, and when South made 
the heart king he would also be 
making his doubled contract.
